Examine it closely and you discover traces 
of blood on its foam-padded seat, in the cracks of its 
upholstery and flecked here and there on the plywood 
backdrop and on the floor.

EDITORS NOTE: Two weeks ago, Monday Magazine 
printed the first installment of correspondant F. McKay 
Johnson’s report on Japanese politics. In this segment, 
Johnson describes Japanese campaign strategy in his 
adopted home of Osaka. 


Three well-dressed, attractive brightly smiling girls in a 
downtown section of Osaka wave and encourage a 
portion of Japan’s millions of working men to vote for 
their candidate, as they hustle to work on a cold 
November morning. 

American elections are characterized by “T.V. 
debates,” “‘glittering personalities,’ mudslinging,” etc; 
but the numerous returned Japanese missionaries on 
campus would likely say Japanese elections are, “daibu 
chigau,’’—completely different. 

Although Japans elections are held every fous years, 
the ruling government may proclaim-an election anytime 
it feels it is necessary. 

Although in Japan it is against the law to officially 
campaign until an election has been proclaimed by the 
government, candidates ““cunningly get around the law,” 
says Dr. Seji Katanuma, of BYU’s Foreign Language 
Dept. 

They do what is called Nemawashi, which is basically 
popularizing the candidate through such means as 
telephoning, and sending cards for Christmas or New 
Years. In this way someone vying for an office can 
become well known among the electorate. 

Unlike America, Japanese law prohibits “door to 
door” canvassing. The bulk of campaigning is done by 
means of cars with loud speakers and through town

Most prominent among campaigning methods is to 
park a car with a loud speaker next to a train station or 
some busy intersection and blast away at people as they 
try to get to work. 
When rush hour is over candidates often join old 
newspaper collectors and hot baked potato salesmen in 


. wandering through neighborhood streets advertising via 


car and loud speaker. 

In most districts of the nation, town meetings are held 
almost nightly giving citizens a chance to hear 
candidates. At these meetings all candidates for a 
particular office are invited to attend and give their 
views before the public. 

Dr. Katanuma claims that one difference between 
Japan and America is the interest people take in how the 
government spends their money. He says the Japanese 
put too much trust in public officials and don’t question 
candidates enough as to how they intend to spend the 
tax dollars. 

One of the ways candidates play on the emotions of 
the people is to have pretty girls follow the candidate in 
his busy daily schedule. 

Their job is not to discuss politics, but rather to set a 
bright, cherry mood, by bowing and smiling at all who 
pass by. They often say, “‘yoroshiku o-negai shimasu” — 
something like “‘Please remember us,” or “Please accept 
as loud and as often as possible. 

The girls don’t really add a feeling of sincerity but 
they set a bright mood and draw attention. One 
candidate said, “a campaign is nothing but complaints 


and bad news, right? The girls give a bright, happy, 
feeling.”
